husband. The Lancers, and Midas concluded—-The house was but 
thinly attended.—Mr. Cooper, of the New York Theatre, bas arrived, 
and will shortly appear here. 

Mr. Kean is so much recovered, that it is confidently hoped and en- 
ticipated, that he will be able to resume his professional duties at 
Covent Garden Theatre in the course of next week. 








To the Editor of The Theatrical Observer. 

Sin—Will you allow me, through the medium of your very amusing * 
little publication, to suggest a few brief remarks that have occurred 
to me, in consequence of the general attention exeited in the public 
mind by the appearance of Madame Feron, at Drury Lane Theatre. 
I venture te address myself to you, because, jn my opinion, your cri- 
tiques on that lady’s performance are the most just of any thet have 
come under my observation. I have been long resident in Htaly, the 
legitimate land of music, and have often there heard Madame Feron 
sing; it has amused me, to observe the different taste of an Itelian 
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and an English audience, or, perhaps, I ought more properly to say, 
of Italian and English eritics. Madame Feron, in Italy, was admired 
and applauded for that quality of her voice which is most remarkable, 
its extreme power. Her science and execution, which can only have 
been acquired by the assiduous labour of years,were there properly ap- 
preciated. Here, because the papers have told us that her voice is 
not capable of expressing deep feeling and tenderness, we are expect- 
ed to overlook its other brilliant qualities, and merely bestow a cold 
meed of admiration on her science. It seems tome, as if these gen- 
tlemen fancied that feeling was the only necessary qualification requi- 
site in a singer; it is surely allowable to excel in one particular style, 
ar.d to deserve admiration for this ; and it is no more requisite that 
Madame Feron should sing with feeling, or touch the heart, as we are 
perpetually told, than that Liston should excite our tears, or Young 
our laughter. I hope you will not imagine that I am trying ‘* the puti 
oblique ;”’ I assure you that, except on the stage, I never saw Mad. 
Feron, nor do I know any thing of her, but as a public singer; I use 
her name only as a case in point—it is the idea of confining excellence 
to one style I contend against, as calculated to foster and encoorage a 
false taste. I by no means would undervalue the power of expressing 
deep feeling in a singer; it is an excellency of the very highest order ; 
J would only argue that it should not be made the ne plus ultra, but 
that other acquirements should be estimated as they deserve; and to 
this opinion I think the public are, in Madame Feron’s case, very de- 
cidedly coming, as her splendid attainments appear nightly to be more 
highly appreciated. Your opinions I judge, from your critiques on this 
lady, coincide with my own; I shall, therefore, not apologise for the 
intrusion of these remarks, but hasten to subsciibe myself 
Dec. 10. Your constant Reader, Dramaricvs.
